Arms Embargo Hampers Rebels 
in Assault on Combined 
Enemy in North. 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, April 26 (via 
El Paso» April T.) — The taking of Mon- 
the report of which was con- 


firmed today, was celebrated here with 
band concerts and bells. Gen. Antonio 
Villareal was appointed Governor of the 
State of Neuvo Leon, of which Mon- 
terey is the capital, and Nicefaro Ame- 
rano was made Mayor of the city.“ 

The Federal garrison, which evacuat- 
ed after six days of hard fighting, re- 
treated in the direction of Saltillo, where 
they will reinforce the Federal forces 
which were driven from Torreon ani 
San Pedro and will constitute the main 
body of Federals in the North. 

Gen. Villa is outfitting his army for 
a campaign against this stronghold, but 
is being hampered by the embargo the 
United States has placed on arms and 
ammunition. Before leaving Monterey, 
the defenders destroyed much ammuni- 
tion and such artillery as they could not 
take with them. Five armored auto- 
mobiles were left behind and, with some 
rifles and cartridges, fell to the rebels. 

Monterey is the most important city 
of Northern Mexico and before the 
revolutions had a comparatively large 
American population. It is 167 miles 
from Laredo, Tex., and has been called 
the bilingual city, because much English 
as well as Spanish is spoken. 

The capture of Monterey goes far to 
complete rebel control of the Northern 
States. No statement of losses in the 
fighting is available. Monterey has a 
population of about 50,000. 

Gen; Carranza today instructed Gen. 
Caballero to redouble the energy of his 
attack on Tampico and the latter re- 
replied that every effort was being made 
and that the town would fall soon.

After sleeping over ‘thé problem of 
mediation by the A. B. C. Powers of 
South American, Villa had the entire 
text of the notes exchanged by Wilson 
and the representatives of Brazil, Ar- 
gentine and Chile translated and read 
them over carefully, after which he 
went into conference with Gen. Felipe 
Angeles and his advisers in Juarez. Be- 
fure this conference started he made 
another informal statement, in which 
he said he was satisfied with the pro- 
posed mediation, especially since it was 
predicated upon the elimination of Huer- 
ta, his personal, political and military 
enemy. 

Mediation Suits Villa 

Villa’s statement follows: Since 1 
have no aufhority vested in me by the 
revolution of which I have the honor 
to be the commander in chief, I canno* 
speak with the authority which has 
been delegated to Gen. Venustiano Car- 

za, first of the Constitutionalist gov- 
ernment. All I say is that the pro- 
posed manner of settling the present 
difficulties suits me so long as the con- 
trol of affairs is left with President 
Wilson. He has proved that he is hon- 
est, sincere and patient in his dealings 
with my people, and I have every con- 
fidence in his honesty and his ability 
to bring about a permanent peace.

ON SEMLPRIVATE 
DUTY EAGn DAY 


Council Inquiry Discloses That 
Ball Games Get About 
25 Each. 


An inquiry, based upon a Council reso- 
lution requesting the Chief of Police 
to withdraw policemen from baseball 
games and dance halis, unless the pro- 
prietors pay for the service, disclosed 
Monday that on each day from 50 to 78 
uniformed policemen are detailed for 
various assignments away from their 
regular beats. 

The uniformed section of the Police 
Department consists of 1250 patrolmen, 
150 probationary patrolmen and 130 Ser- 
geants, a total of 1530. This force is 
divided into three platoons, each work- 
ing eight hours a day. 

The Police Board's efforts to increase 
the numerical strength of the depart- 
ment caused the Council to pass the 
resolution by a vote of six to five last 
Friday, afterward reconsidering it and 
sending it to a committee for investiga- 
tion. Councilman Meehan, in describ- 
ing conditions, said he counted 75 po- 
licemen “in one bunch’’ at the opening 
Federal League this season. 


25 at Each Bail Game. 
For each ball game each of the 15 


poiice districts, composed of the 12 num 
tered districts, headquarters and the 
Mounted District, is entitled to assign 
twee patrolmen. Reports to the Police 
Heard show that on an average 25 men 
ere detailed to each ball game. Should 
there be two ball games on the same 
afternoon, approximately 50 policemen 
are placed on duty at the parks. Should 
there happen to be three bail zames, 
78 or more policemen would be detached 
for the assignments. 

This procedure is justified by police 
officials on the ground that the law 
requires every large public gathering tc 
be adequately policed. It is added that 
police surveillance would be required in 
such instances as a pear riot, which oc- 
curred in St. Louis several years ago. 
end in which an umpire was knocked 
censeless by a bottle thrown by a fan. 
Fickpockets also are a possibility the 
police are supposed to suppress in such 
throngs. 

The records show that policemen are 
detailed at the various car sheds of the 
United Railways Co. during the hours 
in which the conductors make their re- 
pcrts and turn in their cash or transfer 
their cash registers. The Mounted Dis- 
trict assigns one patrolman to the Ben- 
ton car sheds, 6700 Manchester avenue, 
between 7 p. m. and 3 a. m. A patrol- 
man/of the Page Avenue District is on 
duty at the De Baliviere depot from 1) 
. m. to 0 8 m.

Reports as to special assignments 
are made to the Police Board each 
week by the captains of the districts. 
These records show that a policeman 
is detailed at the Laclede and Amer- 
ican Hotel between 7 a. m. and 3 p. 
m., and that a patrolman is on duty 
at the Standard Theater during each 
matinee and evening performance. A 
squad of patrolmen are assigned to 
the boxing matches held every week 
and to each cifcus or concert per- 
formance. 

At present a sergeant and 10 po- 
licemen are detailed each day to the 
Sunlight Shoe Factory, Eighth and 
Marion streets, where a strike is on. 
Acting Chief of Police Gillaspy de- 
clares that the demand for an in- 
creased number of patrolmen is due 
to the recent prevalence of strikes in 
St. Louis. 

At Union Station, two policemen 
from each platoon, or six every day, 
are on duty.

COURT UPHOLDS — 
WOMAN'S BEQUEST 
TONEW CATHEDRAL 


Judge Grimm’s Decision Will 
Give $75,000 to Church 
and Charities, 


The new St. Louis Cathedral and 
Catholic charities profit $75,000 by a deci- 
sion of Circuit Judge Grim, handed down 
Monday, sustaining the validity of the 
fourth and fifth clauses of the will of 
Mrs. Anna Lawrence Hamilton Dalley, 
who died Sept. 21, 1910, leaving much of 
her $300,000 estate to Catholic institu- 
tions. 

Certain clauses of the will were con- 
tested by relatives, Lawrence K. Kinsey 
Ernest Law, Walter A. De Milly, Au- 
gusta Horton, Gedney and Arthur De 
Milly, on the ground that the provisions 
they contained were too vague and in- 
definite and it was contended that so 
far as the property described in these 
Hauses was concerned, Mrs. Dailey had 
died intestate and ler relatives were en- 
titled to the property. 


Archbishop a Witness. 
The suit, in which Archbishop Glen- 


non and others were named as defend- 
ants, attacked clauses disposing of prop- 
erty at Eighth street and Lucas ave- 
nue and at Seventh and Wash streets, 
the proceeds of which were to be de- 
voted to the building of one of the four 
chapels at the new cathedral and for 
charities to be selected by Archbishop 
Glennon, 

The clause making the bequest for the 
cathedral chapel mentioned that it was 
to be supplemental to a gift already 
made for the same purpose. Archbish- 
cop Glennon, at the trial, which was held 
during Holy week, testified that Mrs 
Dailey had conveyed in 1&7 property 
in Boston for one of the chapels, and 
that $60,000 of that bequest already had 
been spent on one of the _ chapels. 
Judge Grimm held that the allusion to 
the former bequest made it clear that 
Mrs. Dailey® wished to give the property 
to Archbishop Glennon as trustee, to be 
used for one of the chapels, and that 
it was not necessary for her to indi- 
cate which one. 

Judge Grimm said he might have had 
difficulty in dectding whether the char- 
ities bequest was valid if it had not 
been that there were several Supreme 
Court decisions in similar cases. Arch- 
bishop Glennon testified that the char- 
ities he had selected to be benefited by 
the bequest were St. Mary's Female 
Orphan Asylum, St. Joseph's Male Or- 
phan Asylum, Immaculate Conception 
Deaf and Dumb Institute, Father 
Dunne’s Newsboys’ Home, St. Vincent 


[de Paul Society, St. John’s Hospital, 


Father Dempsey’s Hotel for Working 
Men, the new Kenrick Seminary and 
the Catholic Outing Home of St. Louis. 
Another Case Appealed. 
A suit involving a bequest by Mrs. 
Dailey of personal property to the Arch- 
bishop and a bequest to St. Luke’s 
Hospital, totaling $100,000, was decided 
some time ago by Judge Rassieur, who 
j upheld the will. This case has been 
f to the Supreme Court. 
A suit attacking a bequest of property 
at Lindell and Spring avenues to St. 
Louis University for the education of 
priests also is pending.

HE farce-comedy plot of Never 
T Say Die, in which Nat C. Good- 

win began a week's engagement 

at the Shubert Theater on Sunday even- 
ing, is based on the marriage of a sup- 
posed dying man to his chum' a sweet 
heart in order that the latter may in- 
herit his fortune, become the wife of 
his chum and live happily ever after. 
But the supposed dying man doesn't 
die. Wherefore u comes to tass that 
he and the young woman in question, 
now united to him in the bonds of 
wedlock, fall in love with one another, 
the situation is straightened out to the 
satisfaction of all concerned, and the 
man who was to dfe and the girl who 
was to be his widow and marry his 
chum, themselves continue as husband 
and wire and live happily ever after. 
In its essentials this plot is the same 
as that of “Adele,” which chances to 
be at the Olympic this week, and the 
plot of Adele“ is the same as that 
of ‘The Count of Luxembourg,” save 
that divorce, not death, is. expected to 
untie the matrimonial knot in the case 
of the two musical plays just men- 
tioned, but we'll have to make the best 
of such a coincidence. New plots are 
mighty hard to find, all dramatists 
and novelists complain. 
When I saw “Never Say Die” in New 
York City last November the role of

Nat Goodwin, was m the keeping of 
Willie Collier, who created it. The 
Collier touch and the Goodwin touch in 
humor are each distinctly individual in 
spirit and method. 
Willie Collier put a lot of fun into 
the part of Dionysius Woodbury in the 
Willie Collier manner. Nat Goodwin 
puts a lot of fun into it in the Nat 
Goodwin manner. As a result, while the 
“approach” to their performance of the 
same task is different, the final achieve- 
ment is the same. The audience is kept 
laughing nearly all the time Nat 
Goodwin seems to be in good trim for a 
diverting portrayal of the role and, un- 
deniably, his first-night St. Louis audi- 
ence relished his work very much in- 
deed. 

The supporting company meets fairly 
well the somewhat trivial demands made 
upon its principals. The more important 
members of the cast are Miss Margaret 
Moreland as Violet Stevenson, the girl 
in the case; Charlotte Lambert, as her 
mother, Stanley Harrison as Hector 
Walters, the chum of the “dying’’ mil- 
lionaire; Gladys Wilson as La Cigale, a 
gay young stage beauty; Lute Vrohman 
as Verchesi, the tempestuous chef of the 
Woodbury domestic staff; Master Ger- 
ald Bidgood as Buster, a little lad who 
contributes quite a lot to the hilarity 
of the evening; Griggs, valet to Wood- 
bury, and Isador Marcil and Walter 
Cluxton as the two eminent physicians 
who condemned Dionysius Woodbury to 
a death which he refused to die. 


“ADELE” AT OLYMPTIO, 
Dainty as a French vase or a French 


souffle, are the music and the costumes 
of Adele.“ the Yerve-Briquet operetta 
which had its first St. Louis presenta- 
tion at the Olympic Sunday night. And 
deliciously super-dainty are the smile 
and the voice of Natalie Alt, who played 
the title part. 

Until the audience got a fair taste >f 
the music, there seemed to be some 
danger that the comedy of the plece 
would become—well, a bit of a bore. 
Foreign jokes do not always sound fun- 
ny in the translation, and while the two 
sardine merchants might be, from the 
Parisian standpoint, most laughable,

Eighth Street Barber Asks 
Police to Investigate. 


HEAD AND THROAT CUT 


Habituated Saloon Nearby 
Furnishes a Clew.

The body of Antonio Galati, 4 years 
old, was found at noon Sunday in his 
room on the second floor of 716 North 
Eighth street. His face and head had 
been hacked, presumably with a razor 
or butcher knife. He had been dead 
about five days. 

Patrolmen had been summoned to the 


barber shop on the first floor. He noti- 
fied the police he had detected a strong 
odor and requested that the premises be 
examined. The patrolmen, after search- 
ing the surrounding yards and alley 
without finding anything, were about to 
leave, when Daquila suggested they gv 
upstairs. 

They found the door leading from the 
back porch to Galati’s room secured 
with an outside padlock but forced their 
way in. 

Galati, in his sleeping garments, was 
lying across the bed with his head 
against the wall. The position of his 
body indicated he had been in a strug- 
gie. There were four long cuts on his 
throat, one on the right side of his chin, 
another on “his right shoulder, two on 
his head and his left ear was almost 
severed. There was. no sign of a 
weapon in the room, Galati’s trunk con- 
taining clothing and a few letters from 
relatives in Italy appeared to have been 
undisturbed. 

There was no money in the room, al- 
though Galati was known to have saved 
several hundred dollars in contemplation 
of a trip to his native land. 

The last time Galati was seen alive 
was Tuesday night, when he visited his 
cousin, Guiseppe Gambino, who con- 
ducts a saloon at 84 Morgan street. 
Another cousin, Antonio Galati of 717 
Morgan street, also saw him that night. 
As far as the police could learn he 
went to his room about 10 p. m. 

According to Daquila, Galati at no 
time during his occupancy of the room 
had any visitors. John Smit, a lock- 
smith, living at 714 North Eighth street, 
said he heard no noise in Galati’s room 
‘ast week, but that he had noticed the 
absence of three Italians who formerly 
drank beer nightly in a saloon a few 
doors away. 

Galati is survived by a widow and two 
sons in Italy.

John D. Rockefeller is the principal 
owner of the stock of Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Co., which controls most of 
the mines in the Colorado district, 
where fighting has been in progress. 

John D. Rockefeller Jr., testifying 
April 6 last before the House Mines 
Committee investigating the Colorado 
strike, testified that 90 per cent of the 
employes of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Co., were nonunion men and that the 
company stood ready to lose every dol- 
lar invested in Colorado rather than 
sacrifice the principle that a working- 
man can work for whoever he pleases. 

Recognition Big Issue. 

The .big issue in the Colorado strike, 
which began Sept. 28 last, is the recog- 
nition of the mine workers’ union. The 
operators have agreed to the miners’ de- 
mands for higher wages and better 
working conditions, but have refused 
steadfastly to recognize the union. 

Gov. Ammons’ telegraphic request for 
troops 
by the President Sunday. At. night Sen- 
ator Thomas went to the White House 
‘with telegrams from friends in Denver 
telling him that the situation was get- 
ting more urgent every minute. He 
urged that assistance from the Federal 
Government at once was imperative. 
The Senator had another telegram 
from Gov. Ammons saying both sides 
Were preparing for trouble and that the 
striking miners were bringing reinforce- 
ments and arms and ammunition into 
the state. The militia has made no 
move, the Governor said, since the truce 
was declared; but “nearly all day yes- 
terday and all of today violence on the 
part of the strikers has continued.” 

Secretary Garrison said today he had 
not been consulted as to the sending 
of troops to Colorado to handle the 
mine strike situation. It was stated at 
the department, however, that if troops 
were ordered to Colorado by the Presi- 
dent, a detachment would be sent from 
the two troops of the Twelfth Cavalry 
now at Fort D. A. Russell, Cheyenne, 
Wyo. 

It was announced by Chairman Foster 
following the conference that che House 
Committees, which recently turned from 
the scene of conflict, probably would 
return there as soon as possible. 


Peacefully Occupies Town 
Where Guard Was Killed. 

CANYON .CITY, Colo., April 27.— 
Chandler, the mining camp captured 
yesterday by the strikers, with the kill- 
ing of Charles King, a mine guard, was 
reoccupied peacefully today by 200 
militiamen. Not a shot was fired. The 
mine buildings and houses were undam- 
aged except by bullets. The machinery 
was said to have been damaged con- 
siderably. Chandler was deserted when 
the militia arrived and no strikers were 
sighted in the surrounding hills. 

Canon City itself was threatened with 
invasion by the strikers’ sympathizers, 
who, it was reported to the Mayor, in- 
tended to destroy by fire the Arkansas 
Valley Light and Power plant, the city 
hall and other buildings, which are large 
consumers of coal mined by nonunion 
miners. Thoroughly alarmed by the re- 
ported situation, the City Council] issued 
a call for a mass meeting of male citt- 
zens to form a town guard. At the 
meeting, attended by 500 men, 20 volun- 
teered as Deputy Sheriffs and were 
commissioned and armed.

Strikers Wound Three Men in Autos, 
Mistaking Them for Fes. 

PUEBLA, Colo., April 29.—Three men, 
employes of the steel mill in this city, 
were shot yesterday by strikers near 
here. They were members of a party 
on their way to Williamsburg in auto- 
mobiles. 

Tre machines were passing through 
a canyon when at a point just beyond 
Florence, in Fremont County, a dozen 
armed men lined up across the road 
and began firing at the party. In- 
stantiy bullets rained down toward the 
men in the machines from the hill tops 
on either side, wounding the three men. 
The automobiles then turned back bear- 
skin jing the wounded men, Gilbert Murray, 
J. Schmidt and J. Leithead, to a hos- 
pital here. On their way back they sald 
they were met by a man who declared 
the strikers had expected a delegation 
of deputies from the Canon City Cham-

The United States Census Bureau in 
Washington, Monday. according to an 
Associated Press dispatch, gave out its 
estimate of population of 125 large 
American cities, 6n July 1, 1914, more 
than two months hence. This estimate 
is, necessarily, speculative. The figures 
of most interest to St. Louisans are the 
estimated population of this city, 734,667, 
vf Boston, 733,802, and of Cleveland, 
639,431. 


efficial census figures of 1910 shows that 
the. estimators have figured the increase 
in population of St. Louis in four years 
as 6.93 per cent, of Boston as 9.4 per 
cent and of Cleveland as 14. per cent. 
Farther figuring shows that, were these 
respective rates of increase to be con- 
tinued until 1920, Boston would pass St. 
Louis in that years census, though 
Cleveland would not. 


Cities in the Estimate. 


The cities following Cleveland in the 
estimate are: Baltimore, 579,590, an in- 
crease of 3.7 per cent in four years; 
Pittsburg, 564,878, an increase of 5.8 per 
cent in four years; and Detroit, 537,650, 
an increase of 15 per cent in four years. 

Figuring the increase of St. Louis pop- 
ulatiom up to 1920 on the same percent- 
age as that allowed by the estimate thus 
far, the St. Louis census in that year 
would show 807,259 inhabitants. Figur- 
ing Boston and Cleveland in the same 
way, Boston would have 828,172 in that 
year and Cleveland 756,896. 

The 1910 offftia] census figures for the 
cities named were: St. Louis, 687,029; 
Boston, 670,585; Cleveland, 560,663: Balti- 
more, 558,485; Pittsburg, 533,905; Detroit,

The policy of permitting hydro-electric mid. 
dlemen to collect exorbitant tolls on current 
transmitted from the Keokuk’ dam is to be con- 
tinued in other territory than St. Louis, accord- 
ing to an applicktion filed with, the State Public 
Service Commission. OWS 

The papers in the case set forth that the North 
Missouri Light and Power Co. purposes to buy 
current from the dam company for 1% cents a 
kilowatt hour and sell it in the towns of Perry, 
Center, Frankford and New London, Mo., at a 
maximum rate of 15 cents a kilowatt hour. 

The Mississippi River Power Distributing Co. 
is the principal factor .in the disappointingly 
high cost of electricity in St. Louis. It buys 
current from the dam company for $18 a horse 
power a Year and selle it in St. Louis for $25. 
For transmitting current 10 miles from Fioris- 
sant to St. Louis utility companies, it receives 
a profit of $7 a horsepower a year, or nearly 40 
per cent. It is computed that it has an annua] 
income of $420,000, in return for which it per- 
forms only a service for which $75,000 would be 
ample compensation.

‘outfit of middlemen, but that does net affect 


the merits of the case, if their statements of fact 
are accurate. The St. Louis arrangement for 
soaking the consumer was made, several yéars 
ago.

A GOOD MILE RECORD. 

In 1891 no milk in New York was pasteurized. 
In that year there were 188,703 babies under 5 
years old, of whom 18,224 died, or 96.5 per 1000. 
And in the months of June, July and August of 
that same year the deaths of babies totaled 5946, 
or at the ratio of 125.1 per 1000. 

Next year, the Nathan Straus Pasteurized Milk 
Depots were established. The poor began to get 
milk free from deadly germs. And progressively, 
year by year ever since, the death rate of New 
York’s babies has diminished, until, for the year 
1913, out of a total of 333,595 infants under 5, 
12,442, or only 37.3 per 1000, died; while, for 
the three hottest months, June, July and August, 
the deaths were 3261 or only 38.8 per 1000. 

This summer, in St. Louis, owing to the new 
milk ordinance, there will be plenty of pasteur- 
ized milk sold in St. Louis. But it will be mostly 
out of the reach of the poor. Already, “certified” 
milk is selling as high as 15 cents a quart. 

It is evident that there will be as great need as 
ever for that generous support of the Post-Dis- 
patch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund which has 
made it so great a boon to the babies of St. Louis 
for the past nine years. 
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THE SHORE TERMINAL CONFERENCE. 

The Shore Terminal Conference meeting in 
this city on Tuesday will be devoted to an im- 
provement that is only second in importance to 
the navigation improvement of the river chan- 
nels, 

That facilities for the rapid and economical | 
handling of water-borne freights shall be left 
to private auspices is of course not to be thought 
of, They must be open to all traffic with per- 
manent safeguards against burdensome harbor 
charges. It follows, accordingly, that the build- 
ing and maintenance of shore terminals must 
be undertaken by the public. In the division 
of the gigantic task of restoring the rivers to 
the uses of the people, responsibility for mod- 
ern loading and unloading facilities’ rests with 
the cities, as the responsibility for the river 
depths adequate to internal traffic rests with the 
general Government. : 

Public appreciation of the necessity of ter- 
minals has shown a gratifying increase in re- 
cent years. The purpose of the conference is to 
promote action and direct it along the wisest 
and most useful lines. Policies eWdencing ade- 
quacy to duty on the part of the cities should 
precede rather than follow a comprehensive Fed- 
eral scheme for the improvement of the streams. 
The execution of such municipal policies on an 
intelligent and generous scale would, in fact, 
exert a decided influence on the appropriating 
power at Washington. 
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A WORD TO BORDER GOVERNORS. 

We assume that all of the Governors of our 
states bordering Mexico have read and are famil- 
iar with the Constitution of the United States. 
Before they united, the states individually pos- 
 peesed, each within its own limits, the exclusive 
‘right to declare and carry on war. 

The Constitution transferred to Congress the 
exclusive right to declare war, grant letters of 
marque and reprisal, raise and support armies, 
provide and maintain a navy, make rules for the 
reguiation of the land and naval forces, and 
provide for calling forth the militia to execute 
the laws of the Union, suppress insurrections and 
repel invasions; to provide for organising, arm- 
ing and disciplining the militia, and for governing 
such part of them as may be employed in the ser- 
vice of the United States, reserving to the states 
respectively the appointment of the officers and 
the authority of training the militia according to 
the discipline prescribed by OCongress.’’
